Some observers list Maryland, Pennsylvania and 
Delaware as the only states in which some phase of electric power will not be 
a significant part of political campaigns. 


Rural electric co-operatives are especial- 
ly concerned over what they regard as 
trends away from public power. 


Just what are the points of difference 
between private power and public pow- 
“er? The primary objective of the first 
is to make a profit for venture capital 
and of the second to render a service, 
with the original investment supplied by 
a Goyernment agency. Service and prof- 
it, however, are mixed in each. It is 
usually held that Gevernment should not 
attempt a job that private industry is 
able and willing to do—with exceptions, 
such as on occasions where it is deemed 
necessary to prevent a monopoly or pro- 
vide a “yardstick.” 


The issue might be defined more ac- 
curately as one of private power versus 
a combination of private and public. No 
responsible economic group advocates for 
the United States the same 100 per cent 
public power setup as in the rock-ribbed 
Republican State of Nebraska, for exam- 
ple, or nationalization, such as in Great 
Britain. Proponents of public power and 
of private power find it difficult to formu- 
late concise objective definitions of their 
aims except in the case of specific ex- 
amples. 

7 + * 

REPUBLICANS, who attacked New Deal 
and Fair Deal power policies in 1952, will 
be largely on the defensive this year. The 
battlé will be taken to them by Democrats 
stipported by public power advocates, REA 
groups seeking low rates and growth op- 
portunities, and labor unions desiring 
cheap power and more jobs through in- 
dustrial expansion. 

These groups do not blame the Repub- 
licans for .100 per cent of their real or 
fancied troubles. They say the private 
utilities have stepped up drives to influ- 
ence public opinion in the direction of 
some Republican policies. They note, for 
example, that in 1953 the National Asso- 
ciation of Electric Companies was the 
heaviest spender to file under the Federal 
Lobby Regulation Act. 

The N.A.E.C. reported it sperit $547,- 
"89 last year, about $70,000 more than 
in 1952. In the opinion of Purcell L. 
Smith, $65,000-a-year head of the asso- 
ciation, N.A.E.C. got its money’s worth. 
Smith took credit for helping keep down 
Tennessee Walley Authority’ and In- 
terior Department power development 
appropriations. 

The potency of the private utilities al- 
ways has been considerable. There was 
greater opposition to their programs under 
the Democrats, however, many public 
power advocates think. An REA enthusiast 
expressed it this way: 

“Previously, when we needed some help, 
we could go to Oscar Chapman (former 
Secretary of the Interior) and Charles 
Brannan (former Secretary of Agriculture). 
Douglas McKay and Ezra Benson have 
pulled the plug on wus. We've had to or- 
ganize our own associations to fight the 
private utilities and we haven't the finan- 
cial resources to do it adequately.” 

There is a general opinion that the 
power issue will be more conclusive in 
1956 than this year, for a variety of rea- 
gons. Leland Olds, a former chairman of 
‘tthe Federal Power Commission, said he 
thought there was a feeling the Repub- 
licans had “let the people down” but that 
the utilities might spend enough money 
to offset this. Another Democrat com- 
mented that the lead-time in power pro- 
duction was so long that the effect of pres- 
ent policies would not be felt fully by 
election day in November.

50-year period the additional part of the 
total cost allocated to the production of 
electric power (perhaps a total of $300,- 
000,000). The “partners” would agree to 
buy power for 50 years in proportion to 
their share of the original contribution.

“This bill plows mew ground,” Cordon 
said in introducing the measure. “It is 
my feeling. that the approach is sound. 
We often say, ‘the Lord helps those who 
help themselves.’ It seems to me the wis- 
dom of that saying may well apply to the 
Northwest and its power problems.” 

Cordon’s critics are not so confident 
of the soundness of the plan from the 
consumer viewpoint. They criticize the 
proposal because, they say, the Port- 
land utility would get 80 to 99 per cent 
of the power since it can command fi- 
nancial resources far in excess of those 
at the call of other “local interests,” 
such as public utility districts, munic- 
ipalities and cd-ops. 

Thé agreement would not contain a 
“preference clause,” a guarantee that co- 
ops and public bodies shall receive pri- 
orities on power generated at Government 
dams. This clause was written into the 
Bonneville Power Act of 1937 by the late 
Senator Charles McNary (Rep.), Oregon. 
It is a key public power provision. 

Critics also dispute the equity of the 
$164,000,000 partnership contribution by 
the local interests. They say that by the 
standard “remaining benefits. allocation 
system” the local interests should be re- 
quired to put up a sum closer to $300,- 
000,000. The cost of a similar dam up- 
stream, McNary, which is to be dedicated 
by President Eisenhower next month, is 
rated as 97% per cent allocable to power 
fdcilities. It is also charged that the local 
interests would pay too low a rate of in- 
terest, that it should be nearer 4 per cent 
than 2%, 


Cordon has said the basic conceptions 
back of the bill are novel in the partner- 
ship sense and that a number of new prob- 
lems in financing are involved. These, in 
his opinion, can be solved by “Yankee in- 
genuity.” 

The Democrats term partnership “the 
dim-out of public power.” They like to 
recall what President Truman said at the 
multiple-purpose Hungry Horse dam in 
Montana in the closing days of his Ad- 
ministration. Truman told an audience to 
take a good look at the dam because it 
would be the last one built for a long time 
if the Republicans won the election. Such 
talk is “damn silly,” Cordon says.

THE POWER ISSUE in Idaho which, 
like John Day, has national implications, 
revolves around the question of whether 
the Goyernment is to build a single high 
dam at Hells canyon on the Snake river or 
whether the Idaho Power Co., a Maine 
corporation, is to construct three smaller 
dams. The Federal Power Commission has 
completed public hearings on the matter 
and is expected to issue a decision in the 
spring. 

Proponents of the high dam say it would 
provide irrigation and other benefits that 
would be lost forever if the low dams are 
authorized, and that it would increase 
power production at downstream dams. 
The amount of electric power produced at 
Hells canyon in either case would be about 
the same. Low dam advocates argue their 
project can be built in 31 months after 
permission is obtained, that the high dam 
would take seven years to construct and 
that it might be difficult to persuade Con- 
gress to put up the money. 

The problem became a political issue in 
May 1953, when McKay announced he was 
reversing Interior Department and 
was withdrawing objections to the Idaho 
Power Co, plan. Representative Gracie B. 
Pfost, Democrat in whose district Hells 
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canyon is located, said she would continue 
fighting for the high dam. The contro- 
versy is likely also to figure in the Idaho 
Senate race, in which Senator Henry C. 
Dworshak, a Republican, will be opposed 
by former Senator Glen Taylor, 1948 
Progressive party vice presidential candi- 
date. 


The power fight is likely to be most in- 
tense‘in the Pacific Northwest, but it is 
not the top issue there or in other sections 
of the country. Power is rated the number 
two issue in Oregon by Neuberger, with 
taxes first. It is rated third to fifth in 
Idaho and Washington. Incidentally, power 
was ranked eleventh among major issues 
in Washington in the 1952 campaign ac- 
cording to private political polls; it is now 
up to about fourth place. 

Power also will figure in the Senate 
races in Montana and Wyoming and, as the 
issue affects REA co-operatives and labor 
unions, in most states, possibly excepting 
Maryland, Pennsylvania and Delaware. 
REA co-ops and unions, particularly the 
CIO, already are circulating literature set- 
ting out details’ of local issues as they see 
them. 

Public power advocates have been dis- 
turbed by a series of events rather than 
any single happening. Recently Dr. Clay 
L. Cochran, economist with the National 
Rural Electric Co-operative Association 
and co-ordinator of the Electric Consum- 
ers’ Information Committee of Public 
Power, Consumer and Labor Groups, had 
this to say: 

“Federal power policy is being made on 
a piecemeal basis, extremely important 
principles are being negated, the ‘partner- 
ship’ is being pushed with great vigor. 
Considered separately, all the power bills 
before Congress have more or less favor- 
able or unfavorable features. Considered 
as a whole, they add up to a pretty sin- 
ister picture.” 

* . . 

HERE ARE SOME of the events that en- 
ter into the power controversy in one way 
or another: 

On Oct. 15, 1952 Mr. Eisenhower said at 
Memphis there would certainly “be no dis- 
position on my part to impair the effec- 
tive working of TVA.” On Jufie 15, 1953, 
he told a press conference he considered 
TVA an example of “creeping socialism.” 
The President did not reappoint TVA 
Chairman Gordon R. Clapp but nominated 
a capable engineer whose power views 
were unknown, Brig. Gen. Herbert D. 
Vogel. 

In February 1953 Fred G. Aandahl, who 
had opposed federal power development 
while governor of North Dakota, was ap- 
pointed Assistant Secretary of the Interior 
in charge of power programs. Two months 
later Jerome K. KuykendaH, former head 
of the Washington State Utilities Commis- 
sion and regarded as leaning toward pri- 
vate power, was appointed to the Federal 
Power Commission. 

In March of 1953 Ancher Nelson, a for- 

mer Republican governor of Minnesota re- 
garded by friends of REA as a foe of that 
agency, was appointed to succeed Claude 
Wickard as head of REA. Wickard, who 
was never noted as a top-flight administra- 
tor, was fired though his term had nearly 
three years to run. 
. Then came McKay’s press conference 
announcement of his position on Hells 
canyon. About the same time the House 
Appropriations Committee issued a report 
which said: 

“The Interior Department should be 
concerned with only these functions or 


activities which private enterprise can- 
not or will mot undertake. Where pri-

there should be a working partnership 
between the Federal Government and 
private interests.” 

In August 1953. the Administration power 
policy was spelled out in the form of state- 
ment made public by Under Secretary of 
Interior Ralph Tudor.. Commenting, Tudor 
said industrial power users would get a 
better break in the future, and that more 
power would be produced because the 
Federal Government would encourage 
other agencies, public and private, to de- 
velop power sources. 

Last fall Aandahl anndunced Missouri 
basin power marketing criteria which REA 
co-ops attacked as discriminatory. After a 
congressional hearing a modified policy 
that still was not satisfactory to the co- 
ops was put into effect. 

The question of whether REA co-ops 
would have any preference on new power 
to be developed at Niagara Falls, N.Y., 
came up at Senate hearings in the spring. 
The Senate Public Works Committee voted 
to report out the Case bill which would 
leave granting of a license to the FPC. 
Co-ops are afraid of the Case bill because 
it does not have a preference clause. Un- 
der it the New York Power Authority 
would have the inside track for develop- 
ment, 

The Administration’s billion-dollar Up» 
per Colorado river basin development, ap- 
proved last May by a 13-12 vote of the 
House Interior Committee, came under 
Democratic fire as uneconomic and as a 
vehicle for helping Republican politicians 
in Colorado, Arizona, Utah, Wyoming and 
New Mexico. Conservation groups oppose 
part of the project, the Echo Park dam. 
The project has wide support, however. 

A reorganization’ of the Southwestern 
Power Administration, well under way, is 
supported by the private utilities in the 
region and opposed by co-ops as jeopardiz- 
ing power supplies and low rates. 

It might be mentioned, incidentally, that 
co-ops often predicate their chances for 
success on the assurance of continued 
growth opportunities. They look askance 
at anything that might tend to restrict ex- 
pansion. Power requirements of REA co- 
ops are expected to double by 1963 and 
triple by 1975. 

Congressional revision of the 1946 Atom- 
ic Energy Act has stirred up a far-reach- 
ing controversy. .Pablie power advocates 
objected more to the House than the Sen- 
ate versions of the revision. The compro- 
mise bill, now returned to conference 
after debate in the Senate, includes a 
preference clause stating that “in so far 
as practicable” co-operatives and public 
bodies are to be given preference in power 
sold by any full-scale atomic plants . built 
by the Atomic Energy Commission, This 
clause was not in the original bill. 

President Eisenhower's directive to 
the AEC and TVA to sign private power

The foregoing by no: means constitutes 
a catalog of issues now in controversy but 
it outlines the general areas of the dis- 
putes.

50,000. This is the assurance to French 
colonists that their rights and interests 
will be protected in the changeover now 
taking place.

The flames of 
nationalism have burned too fiercely and 
the effort to suppress that fire has cost 
too much in hatred and resentment. 

In the last wave of oppression, two years 
ago, hundreds of independence leaders 
were put in prison camps, held under 
house arrest or exiled to remote French 
islands. One of Mendes-France’s first moves, 
before his dramatic flight to Tunis, was to 
bring Habib Bourguiba, exiled Neo-Des- 
tourian. leader, back to France for con- 
sultations, Salah’ Ben Youssef, one of the 
most fiery advocates of independence, es- 
caped to Egypt where he is believed to 
have directed the propaganda, calling for 
revolts and bloodshed, that is beamed day 
after day to Tunis and Morocco by Radio 
Cairo.

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Not So Fast 


Were it not a grave issue affecting the tradi- 
tional liberties of American citizens, the con- 
gressional ruckus over outlawing the Communist 
party would be the most ironical event of the 
session. 

Voting 85 to 0 for Senator Humphrey's bill to 
make Communist membership a crime, the Sen- 
ate seemed to prove the irresistible appeal of 
anti-Communist measures. Yet the bill's author 
and many who voted for it must have had 
their doubts about both the measure itself and 
whether it would ever finally pass. The Eisen- 
hower Administration does not want the . bill, 
as a spokesman for the President has just said. 

Attorney General Brownell and J. Edgar 
Hoover of the FBI have both argued repeatedly 
that outlawing Communists would only drive 
them underground and make surveillance more 
difficult. At the same time, however, Mr. Brown- 
ell has sought a rash of new bills to “control” 
subversives. 

* * . 

One such measure, introduced by Maryland's 
Senator Butler, would deprive labor unions or 
businesses of their privileges under the labor 
laws if they were on the Attorney General's 
list of subversive organizations. A number of 
Senators held that this bill would give official- 
dom too much power to destroy unions. 

So, as it turned out, the Senate first accepted 
the Humphrey bill to outlaw Communists, then 
tacked the Butler bill onto it as an amendment. 
This legislative arrangement puts the Admin- 
istration in a pretty fix. 

If the Republican leadership rejects the Hum- 
phrey bill, it will also reject the Butler amend- 
ment which is what it wanted in the first place. 
But if the Administration accepts the Humphrey 
bill, it will make the Butler.bill rather pointless. 
There is no sense in trying to control Commu- 
nists in unions or anywhere else if all Commu- 
nists are supposed to be in jail. 

Senator Humphrey argued that it would be 
better to meet the Communist question “head 
on” instead of obliquely. Though the Minnesota 
Democrat was chiefly interested in blocking the 
Butler bill, his statements were not made en- 
tirely with tongue in cheek. Too much of the 
legislation sought so suddenly to “control” Com- 
munists seems ill-conceived and potentially dan- 
gerous to the rights of all citizens. 

The Butler bill is only one example. Mr. 
Brownell’s request for wire-tapping authority 
was another. Perhaps the worst, however, was 
the Welker Act requiring registration of printing 
presses of organizations blacklisted as subver- 
sives by the Attorney General—an infringement 
on freedom of the press if there ever was one. 
The bill passed into law so quietly there was 
barely a murmer from the press itself. 

7 . * 

Both the weakness and the danger of much 
of this legislation derives from the departure 
from clear and long-standing principle that a 
citizen should not be punished for his ideas or 
political affiliations, but only for overt acts. 

Senator Cooper of Kentucky rightly expressed 
concern for this doctrine in debate on the 
Humphrey bill. He caused it to be amended to 
require that Communists must commit some 
specific act to be guilty. But Congress virtually 
abandoned that doctrine when it passed the 1940 

Smith Act, outlawing mere teaching and ad- 
vocacy of Communism. 

Certainly the dying days of an impatient con- 
gressional session are not the proper time for 
considering more legislation touching on our 
basic concepts of individual liberty. The Ad- 
ministration ought to attempt to shelve its new 
subversive-control legislation until the next 
Congress. 

That would assure more considered treatment. 
It would also get the Administration off the hook 
of the Humphrey bill. 


So It. Was a *Talkfest’ 

“Talkathon,” “talkfest,” “filibuster” — such 
were the words used by the Washington report- 
ers to describe the arguments in the Senate two 
weeks ago against the original atomic energy 
bill. Many of the correspondents sought de- 
liberately to discredit the brave work of the 
small group of Senators, led by Gore of Ten- 
nessee,.to write safeguards for the interests of 
the people into the legislation. 

Now the Senate, by a vote of 48 to 41, has 
sent the bill back to conference with the firm 
instruction that Senate conferees protect the 
country against atomic patent monopolies. More- 
over Majority Leader Knowland contritely says 
a new compromise bill will replace the one 
rejected.

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What’s Good 

Charles E. Wilson has coined another mem- 
orable phrase. The former head of General 
Motors who is Secretary of Defense had assured 
his reputation as a phrase-maker when he said, 
“What is good for General Motors is good for 
the country.” He clinches the reputation, if any 
clinching is necessary, by saying that one of 
the qualifications for a man to fill a top job 
in Washington is that he “must be a damn 
fool, otherwise he would never consider coming 
here.” 

This raises the interesting question of whether 
what is good for the country is good for General 
Motors. We understand what Mr. Wilson means 
-—-that there is a let of grief in Government 
service—but the point might be raised whether 
a top man who doesn't consider the opportunity 
well worth the grief is really good for the 
country. 

Put it this way—a way we imagine Mr. Wilson 
will find to be in his language. Suppose that, 
functioning as head of General Motors, he was 
considering a prospect for a top job in that 
organization. Suppose that prospect was super- 
lative in every qualification and that he said, 
“I will take the job, but I must be a damn 
fool to do it, because of the grief there is in 
General Motors service.” \ 

Would Mr. Wilson hire him? Or would he 
conclude that, no niatter what his other qualifi- 
cations, no man could be good for General 
Motors unless the opportunities in its service 
far outweighed, for him, the grief involved? 
The American public is no @ifferent from any 
other employer in that respect, and it has been 
served by many men who so felt—men like Gor- 
don Clapp, Oscar Chapman, Leland Olds and 


the late Harry Slattery, and, still earlier Gifford 
Pinchot and Harvey W. Wiley—to mention a few. 
They thought a man was wise to serve his 
Government. For the sake of the prestige, the 
dignity and attractiveness of Government servy- 
ice, that is an appropriate attitude to foster. 
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The Impress of Perry Rathbone 


The appointment of Perry T. Rathbone, 
director of the City Art Museum, te head the 
Boston Museum of Fine Arts will be viewed with 
mixed feelings—warm applause for an hénor 
well deserved, and regret at the loss to St.

From the whole range of history, notable 
works have been bought under Perry Rath- 
bone’s direction, including outstanding objects 
from the ancient world, and masterpieces by the 
hand of Rembrandt, Winslow Homer, and Rodin, 
to name a few.

After 100 Years, ‘Walden’ Rejected 


A century ago, in August of 1854, Henry David 
Thoreau’s “Walden” came off the press, and 
its centennial is nédw being noticed in the literary 
reviews. These articles point out that it is a mis- 
conception to regard “Walden” as a “nature 
book” by a transcendentalist New England her- 
mit. But they do not go very much further be- 
cause, except for a few faithful readers, Thoreau 
is out of step with the times. 

Indeed, if Thoreau were to revisit the world, 
he would probably exclaim with the Frenchman 
Peguy that “there is everywhere: infinite cow- 
ardice.” He would see the dictators and their 
barricades and even some of the devices meant 
to protect free men against them, and he would 
be anguished. But he would blame individuals, 
believing most ardently that governments are 
man-made, and that no man has a right to 
submit to oppression. That is a hard doctrine. 
Even in the Concord in which he was best under- 
stood it put him into the town jail for a while. 

Even more than Communist commands and 
McCarthy committees, modern factories, super- 
markets and luxury shops would draw Thoreau's 
scorn. After all, the whole idea of those two 
years in the. small cabin by Walden Pond was 
to prove how little of a man’s time need be 
devoted to “earning a living.” Thoreau wrote: 

Men labor under a mistake. The better 
part of the man is soon plowed into’the soil 
for compost. By a seeming fate commonly 
called necessity, they are employed, as it 
says in an old book, laying up treasures 
which moth and rust will corrupt and 

thieves break through to steal, It is a 

fool's life, as they will find when they come 

to the end of it, if not before. . 

Watching the stars and the snowflakes, the 
flowers and. the animals of the New England 
woods, he was a kind of Yankee: Francis. of 
Assisi, preaching “a life of simplicity, independ- 
ence, magnanimity and trust.” Even before the 
great industrial surge which came after ‘ 


Civil War, he complained that “men have be * 


come the tools of their tools.” Why work more 
than six weeks in the year? Why give up more 
of your freedom? Why listen to factory bells 
instead of the celestial music filling the air? 
Why be like an ant? VA 

Even in his own day, Thoreau’s fellow Amert- 
cans followed a different path, and they will 
show you how it has brought them te more than 
he ever dreamed of. They will -@ their 
values against his values. Yet there ig a certain

In Iowa speech Herbert Hoover blamed Democrats for most of 
ills of postwar period, almost ignoring Russia's part in scheme 
of things, editorial says; concludes “he would have us turn 
backs on world today” as he did to depression when President.

In his presidency, Herbert Hoover 
stood—with banks failing all about him 
—predicting the end of poverty and an 
upsurge of employment “in 60 days.” He 
proved then that he was no prophet. 


Now, a quarter of a century later, 
Hoover proves that he also facks the 
ability to look back and understand what 
he has seen. In his home state of Iowa, 
he attempted to explain the years since 
1932. It was the speech of a man who 
ignores the forces that erupted after the 
suffering and destruction of World War 
I, blazed up again 
in World War II, 
and are simmering 
today even in the 
jungles of Asia and 
Africa. 

Thé basic trouble 
in Herbert Hoover’s 
world is that he 
still thinks, as he 
did inthe ’20s, that 
the United States 
can ‘live in happy 
isolation. As he sees 
it, all that has hap- 
pened is the work 
of evil men, partic- 
ularly Democrats, 
who turned him out of office. 

This is no new attitude of Hoover. In 
1931, in Indianapolis, on one of those 
rare days when he was admitting that 
perhaps the economy wasn’t exactly 
healthy, Hoover said that the trouble 
was the result of World War I which 
“had come on during a Democratic Ad- 
ministration.” 


Blame For Everything Wrong 


But now it is not mere depression for 
which he blames Democrats—a _ label 
he equates with Socialists. He now says 
that Democratic presidents through 
“unrestrained presidential actions” are 
to blame for everything that is wrong 
with the world. He says that those 
Presidents have been turning the world 
over to Communism. Most “terrible” 
was the recognition of Russia back in 
1933. It “opened the headgate for a 
torrent of traitors.” Hoover seems to 
fee] that, unrecognized, Russia would 
have evaporated. 

But these Democratic Presidents did 
not stop there, says Hoover. At Yalta, 
Teheran, Potsdam, he says, the Demo- 
cratic Presidents actually signed trea- 
ties with Russia involving “appease- 
ment and surrender” which doomed

Here was a seedbed for Commu- 
nism that required the “unrestrained 
presidential action” Hoover deplores. 

There were shantytowns filled with 
despairing people—“Hoovervilles” they 
called them. The lack of presidential 
action led people to call old newspapers 
“Hoover blankets” and jackrabbits ‘“Hoo- 
ver hogs.”

If more than a handful of people 
lined up, passers-by asked whether it 
was a bank failure or a bread line. Heré 
was the soup kitchen, “flat wallet” era. 
The apple, sold on street corners by 
jobless men, was its symbol. 

A 1931 Chicago survey showed that 
working girls were earning under 25 
cents an hour, one-fourth of them under 
10 cents. Servants worked for board 
and room and $10 a month. And these 
were the lucky ones with jobs. 

Factory chimneys stood smokeless. 
Stock prices fell. General Motors 
dropped from 723% to 75%, Radio Cor- 
poration from 101 to 2%, U.S. Steel 
from 261% to 21% while Hoover was 
in the White House. Bankruptcies were 
everywhere. Wages were down 60 per 
cent, production below 50 per cent. . 

Hoover didn’t cause all that. But he 
thought for a long time that if he ig- 
nored it; as he would have us turn our 
backs on the world today, all our trou- 
bles would go away. He was 
then, in the 1932 campaign, about the 
same greatest issue—not food and jobs 
but “individualism vs. regimentation.” 
Just. as in Iowa he said the nation’s 
strength is not the “common man” but 
the “uncommon man.” 

Clever cliches! But Hoover still 
doesn't realize—as he didn’t realize in 
1932—that the common man will no 
longer lie down and roll over when 
the uncommon man snaps his fingers. 
This is a world of ferment born of com- 
mon men—yellow, black and white— 
who demand their places in it, who 


want a better share.

Sell Them to TV

‘SUCCESSFUL business man says he wishes more 
women would put their daydreams down on paper.

“ah Plot-hungry producers of

saying they need more 
writers and more scripts. 
So Alfred Levy's wistful 
countenance when he spoke 
of plots was not unusual, 
but he was the first to put 
the problem right in the 
aproned lap of women 
viewers. ; 
“Why not?” asked Levy, 
who heads an office called 
Talent Associates, Inc., 
‘ producers of such shows 
as Mr. Peepers, the Circle 
Theater and the NBC Tele- 
vision Playhouse. “Tele- 
vision writing isn’t a hard 
field to break into. We 
read every script that’s 
é ' sent in if the writer signs 
ELAINE. CARRINGTON . a release. Women do great 
SHE'S CASHING IN. . writing for magazines. 
They write most of the soaps on radio. They should be 
good at TV dramas.” 

It is true that a few women have made a fantastic suc- 
cess in the field of radio soap operas. Women such as Mrs. 
Elaine Carrington and couples like Ann and Frank Hum- 
mert are legends. Mrs. Carrington has kept “Pepper 
Young's Family” going for almost 20 years, plus two more 
daily serials currently on radio. The Hummerts are re- 
sponsible for eight daytime serials now on radio.

He has now lived on Death 
Row 2234 days longer than any 
other man in San Quentin’s his- 
tory. During that time he has 
seen 55 other men go to the gas 
chamber. 

He admits freely having com- 
mitted almost every crime in the 
book—except the ones for which 
he is under a double death 
sentence: kidnaping with rape 
and intent te commit robbery. 

“I’m innocent of those,” he 
says. “But God knows if I were 
guilty I'd say the same thing. I 
realize I can’t expect anyone to 
take my word for it. All I ask 
is‘a chance to prove it.” 


The fact that two death sen- | 


tences have been imposed on 
him provokes him at, times to 
characteristic irony. ““I regret 


Cet es, pa 
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that I have only one life to give: 
et cetera,” he comments. 

The man in Cell 2455 has 
young in prison. Even if he 
manages.to get his death sen- 
tences revoked or commuted, he 
will still have to serve 85 more 
years—until 2039 A.D.—4for the 
crimes he has confessed—bur- 
glary, armed robbery, assault 
with intent to commit murder, 
resisting arrest, and forgery, 
among other things. 


He has been a hoodlum, a 
malcontent, a disturber of the 
peace on a grand scale. 

At the same time he is a man 
of near-genius I.Q. He made the 
highest score on the intelligence 
tests of any man ever to enter 
San Quentin. He is the author 
of a book that is being translated 
into. a dozen languages, one 
which many criminologists are 
hailing as a valuable contribu- 
tion to the literature of their 
subject. He has fought his own 
legal battle with such consum- 
mate skill over the past six years 
as to provoke the state's attor- 
neys to despair and distraction. 

“Chessman is making a play- 
thing of the law,” one of them 
complained. And Chessman’s 
last reprieve so exasperated the 
State’s Attorney General, Ed- 
mund G. Brown, that he advo- 
cated abolishing capital punish- 
ment altogether if someone like 
Chessman was going to be able 
to win continted delays and 
ward off his punishment. 

But if Chessman is so brilliant, 
why hasn’t he been brainy 
enough to keep from spending a 
third of his life in prison? With 
his 1Q, how is it that he took 
the road to the gas chamber? 
Shouldn’t a man with even an 
ounce of brains have been smart 
enough to know that crime 
doesn’t pay?

HERE’S an oblique answer 
in Chessman’s words when 
he stole his first car at the 
age of 16. To the youngsters 
with him he said, “Let’s go for 
a ride.

Chessman remembers himself 
as the only child of respectable, 
middle-class parents who moved 
from Michigan to settle in a Los 
Angeles suburb not long after 
he was born.

He was 
precocious and learned to read 
while still a tot. At the age 
of three he was able to repeat 
from memory poems he had 
heard only once. His father 
proudly called him, “The Little 
Professor.”

ITHOUT ever having . had 
instructions, he started 


picking out melodies on the 
piano. When he did start tak- 
ing lessons, his teacher pre- 
dicted a brilliant future for him 
because he worked hard at it 
and was a perfectionist. His 
mother, a woman of a gentle, 
idealistic nature, dreamed that 
her son might some day be a 
famous writer. 

While still a boy Chessman 
suffered near-fatal sieges of se- 
rious illness es—pneumonia, 
bronchial asthma. and encepha- 
litis. The encephalitis left him 
tone deaf, ending his music as- 
pirations. It may also have dis- 
torted his personality.. Clinical 
psychiatrists have found an ab- 
normally-high percentage of 
post-encephalitic cases in prison. 

At any rate, Chessman says, 
the illnesses left him puny, sick- 
ly and with a terrible fear fes- 
tering in him. He was con- 
vinced that God was displeased 
with him. 

Then there was an automobile 
accident. His mother’s back was 
breken, and she was paralyzed 
for the rest of her life. His 
father lost all his savings in 
several business ventures and 
one day tried to commit sui- 
cide. Caryl began stealing from 
groceries to support his family. 

He had a girl that he loved, 
he says, in a pure, i

He got himself a gun. There

didn’t reform him. He got into 
a fight and his jaw was broken 
and his nose fractured. He 
learned what the other boys in 
the school were learning—to be 
tough, to be cynical and the 
techniques of the crimes they 
would practice when they got 
out. 

“Harsh punishment is crime’s 
most successful recruiting offi- 
cer, for the delinquent worships 
toughness,” is the conclusion he 
draws from. this experience. 

Once turned against society, 
every impression his alert mind 
registered was warped to. rein- 
force him in the direction he 
was taking. Slapped into soli- 
tary confinement at reform 
school for attempting to escape, 
he found a Bible in his cell, 
the only reading matter per- 
mitted. What remained with 
him most was Ecclesiastes, par- - 
ticularly this:

Fishing Amid Scenes 
Of Infinite Beauty

wt ene of the most pleasant and interesting of sports. 

Not least of these things is its unpredictability, since 
you never know with certainty what particular lure will 
tempt these finny warriors, 
at what hour of day or in 
what particular kind of 
water they will be feeding, 
or even whether they will 
strike at all. And still an- 
other is the environment 
in which the sport is car- 
ried out. This is especial- 
ly true of float fishing in 
the Ozark country where 
you travel downstream 
through scenes of infinite 
beauty and variety. Here 
the clear streams flow in a 
succession of deep chutes 
strewn with boulders or 
sunken logs, swift gravel 
runs, down which the boat 
rushes at speed, and quiet 


TT it ove or the mort pessant and iterating of sporta 


pools that move along 
peacefully beneath high 
limestone bluffs. 


Success at float fishing depends as much upon the skill 
of the guide as on that Of the fisherman. The boat must 
be held at the right distance from the bank, so that the 
lure can be cast close to shore and then work its way out 
into deeper water. For even though the bass may be feed- 
ing fairly far out in the stream, they will generally return 
to their .ocky eover or the shelter of a log between forays. 
The boatmar must also have a sharp eye for obstructions 
in the river, es, cially in the swift runs, since these might 
easily spell disaster or—at best—a good dunking for the 
fisherman.

WEATHER CORP. MEN ARE READYIFOR RAIN-MAKING FLIGHT.

HE shimmering midsummer 

heat that made 1954 boil over 

into the weatherman’s record 
books was bouncing off the 
downtown pavements and out on 
the farms, and the corn fields 
were rusty and seared when the 
Association of Commerce at 
Mattoon, Ill., received a letter 
from New Mexico. 


It was from a tribe of Indians. 


scoop, dumped crushed dry ice 
inte the clouds. A nice, cooling 


shower was expected to fall at 
any minute because a team of 
rainmakers from St. Louis was 
on the job. ! 

That magic minute occurred 
only the other day, just about 
36 hours after the rainmakers— 
employes of a St. Louis firm, 
the Weather Corp. of America 
— started to work. The first 
shower measured .01 of an inch; 
the second, .90. Out of 17 days, 
it rained on nine, with a total of 
3.51 inches. Hot and dusty Mat- 
toon was happily getting the 
soaking of its life. 

The Association of Commerce, 
representing farmers and busi- 
nessmen in the eastern half of 
Coles county, is the most recent 
client to hire William J. Hart- 
nett’s Weather Corp. to dump 
showers on drouth-dried farm- 
lands. The fee was $3700 a 
month, and the Association 
signed up for three months, the 
minimum period which Hart- 
nett likes to have to try his 
‘rain-making hand. 

The 31-year-old firm presi- 
dent—Bill to his staff—didn't 
guarantee rain in Mattoon. He 
couldn’t. He did guarantee to 
“seed” the clouds, either by 
dropping dry ice from an air- 
plane or bombarding them with 
silver iodide crystals from 
ground generators: He knew 
from well-established data that 
if wind conditions were right 
and moisture-bearing clouds 
were in the right spot to be 
blown over the target area, 
fo wag them would do the

HE calculations behind those 

bombardments are sound and 

detailed, but so many vari- 
ables are involved that no guar- 
antee of rain at a given time over 
a given target is possible. That's 
why Hartnett likes to work over 
a larger area, possibly four or 
five counties, in order to have 
a wider range of operations and 
a greater chance of success. So 
far, when conditions were right, 
he hasn't failed a single cus- 


mer, 

Bill got into the rainmaking 
business only three years ago, 
although he already had been 
operating a companion firm, 
Weathercasts. of America, since 
the mid-’40s, giving industrial 
clients tailor-made weather serv- 
ice and analyses. His rainmaking 
was only incidental until this 
year, when soaring temperatures 
brought him a spate of drouth-. 
weary new customers. 

Clients include Such commu- 
nities as Mattoon and Center- 
ville, Iowa, which depend upon 
healthy crops for civie prosperi- 
ty. Other customers, hiring 
Hartnett on an annual basis, are 
hydro-electric plants whose wa- 
ter reservoirs have evaporated 
under the rays of the blazing 
sun.

ALIFORNIA DESIGNERS, 
Coroiea for their casual styles, 

haven't had to change their 
thinking in creating their collec- 
tions for the coming autumn and 
winter, Examples of their art 
which have been arriving in the 
stores during the past week in- 
dicate that*they are making the 
most of the trend toward inform- 
ality of fashion—a trend which 
has prompted even Dior to lower 
and widen the waistlines. 

The vibrant colors which Cali- 
fornia designers have used ex- 
tensively are the ones being 


featured while those softly tex-, 


lightweight flan- 
g velveteens 
which & are typically West Coast 
in their feeling are taking the 
lead in the fall fashion parade. 
The shirtwaist theme is another 
that the Californians like and 
can indorse with a “We-told-you- 
so” attitude. Bloused coats and 
bloused suit jackets also are 
prominent in their styles as well 
as those seen in the New York 
and other important markets. 

Taking a bow for being the 
first to advocate the casual or 
“easy” look that characterizes 
the new clothes, the California 
designers are stressing the softer 
fullness of wide skirts in con- 
trast to the stiffened crinoline 
type of fullness.

IS most serious early appeals 
dealt with the question of 
whether the red light bandit’s 
crimes could legally be called 
kidnaping, since the robbery 
was performed before he carrfed 
the woman off.

catching hand deserved a glove for pro- 
tection. Accounts of the first ball glove are 
somewhat conflicting. Most widely accepted 
version is that in 1875 Charles G. Waite, a 
Boston first baseman, introduced an un- 
padded catching glove, “flesh color so as 
not to be conspicuous with a large 
round opening at the back for ventilation.” 

There are also accounts that an un- 
named Harvard man came up with the first 
glove in 1875 and that a fellow named Alli- 
son, Cincinnati Red Stockings catcher in 
1869, was the first ‘ner to wear a glove 
on the left hand. But regardless of exact 
beginning and initial skepticism, three types 
of padded gloves—for fielder, first baseman 
and catcher—were standard baseball gear 
by the turn of the century. 

Today demand for baseball gloves is at

OR THE FIRST TIME since it was opened to 
traffic 17 years ago this summer, Daniel 
Boone Bridge is getting a fresh coat of 

paint. About a dozen painters have been at 
work five days a week since March on the half- 
mile span across the Missouri River that joins 
St. Louis and St. Charles counties. When fin- 
ished, wigan | not before late November, they 
will have ed or sprayed some 450 gallons 
of red lead and 1350 gallons of aluminum paint 
on the bridge’s 4050 tons of steel. 

Daniel Boone is the largest highway bridge 
in the painting domain of the Missouri State 
ent. It is exceeded as a paint 
job only by a highway-railroad bridge—the 
Armour, Swift and Burlington—at Kansgs City. 

Of about 6000 highway bridges maintained 
by the state, half are of steel. They require 

ting on an average of every 10 to 15 years.

A highway de- 
partment crew of 75 sandblasters, cleaners and 
poe hy works the year around on Missouri's 
ridges, spending their time in north and cen- 
tral Missouri during warm weather, in the 
southern part of the state in winter.

RRIGATION HAS BEEN USED for more 
than 4000 years to provide soil moisture 
where annual rainfall is not enough to 

sustaim crops. Normally the great agricul- 
tural region of the central United States is 
not a rain-deficient area. But for the past 
three years much of it has been. Stricken 
by prolonged drouth, farms and pasture- 
lands from Illinois to the Rockies, from Texas 
to Nebraska have been drying up. 

The disastrous drouth has pointed up the 
immense value of irrigation even in areas of 
normally adequate rainfall. Farmers who 
put ‘moisture into their parched soil instead 
of depending on fitful rains have been able 
to beat the drouth. It cost them money, but 
the cost was usually returned manyfoid. 

One agricultural project that beat the 
drouth by irrigation is nearby Valley Farms, 
in Greene County, Illinois, west of Carrollton. 
There, spreading fields of well-watered corn 
and soybeans, and pastures as well, are lush 
and green. Plenty of moisture enabled the 
irrigated crops to ride out the dry weather. 
In contrast, corn a half-mile away, on the 
same farms but outside the irrigation system, 
is sun-fired, withered and brown. 

Valley Farms comprises 10,000 acres 
lying along the Illinois River bottoms. About 
7000 acres are under cultivation, 2000 acres 
by the Valley Farms Company, which owns 
and operates the project, and the rest by 26 
tenants. Somewhat more than 6000 acres are 
included in the irrigation system, which is 
now being expanded to take in the entire 
7000 cultivated acres. It is a big project in- 
volving a big investment—but the operators 
figure that every dollar spent on irrigation 
returns six dollars. Further, they are con- 
vinced that irrigation is as practicable on a 
small scale as on a large, that it would 
merely require less equipment. 

Water, of course, is a prime requirement 
for irrigation. Valley Farms has two sources: 
Canals that can be replenished from the Illi- 
nois River, and wells. The canals feed water 
into an intricate network of draintile that irri- 
gates the subsoil. The wells supply water for 
a movable overhead spray system. 

The canal-draintile irrigation network is 
actually a drainage system in reverse. It 
consists of about six miles of canal and 220 
miles of draintile originally installed to draw 
off excess water. Now the canals—kept filled

The other 
sprayer is a giant, single-nozzle type that 
rains two inches on one acre in four hours. 
Three of the giant sprinklers, seven of 
the 22-nozzle multiple type have been in use 
on the project. All three single-nozzle sprays 
are operated by: the same big pump, which 
draws water from one well, puts 240 gallons 
of water through each nozzle in a minute. 
Each multiple-nozzle spray has its own pump, 
which draws 440 gallons a minute from field 
ditches filled with water pumped from wells. 
Acre costs of irrigation vary according 
to location, accessibility of water, and amount 
of water applied. It costs Valley Farms two 
dollars to put two inches of water on an acre. 
Bob Weitzer, the manager, estimates 4 
aeraties system adequate for a cong a 
arm would cost $3000, including 
not well.

tantrums. As he quiets down, demonstrate your 
continuing affection for him. Read him a story, 
hum a tune. Teach him quictude as you teach 
yourself patience. Sit beside him. Enjoy some 
of the enforced leisure. Your child should then 
fall asleep with less resentment and with greater 
affection for you. 

The time spent in putting your child to sleep 
can either wreck your nerves or relax them. 
If you anticipate your child’s questions and his 
myriad requests, you will not be upset. And 
when he finally falls asleep, you too will be 
rested. .

OLF NEVER HAS had a champion like 

Ed Furgol.

He Breaks the Rules 


I've known Furgol since he turned pro- 
fessional in 1945. Honest, straightforward 
and dead game, he's the kind of person you. 
instinctively tike. But I never gave him a 

chance to win the Open, and I doubt that any- 
body else did—except his lovely wife, Helen. 
Furgol himself was discouraged and anxious 
to quit tournament golf. He wanted a job 
teaching at some club. Both Furgols were fed 
up with living out of a suitcase, forever on 
i the move. 
“All Helen and I want is a home,” Ed told

I ran into Furgol in Chicago last summer 
shortly after I returned from Europe, where 
I had covered Ben Hogan's victory in the 
British open. We talked about Hogan and the 
game in general. 

“Some day, Bob,” Furgol said, “Til win a 
big one and then youl be writing a story 
aboutme.” 

“That will be the happiest day of my life,” 
I told him—but I doubt there was much con- 
viction in my voice. Frankly, I didn’t think a 
bigger than a whistle-stop tournament.

off for a golfer — or anyone else — with 
Ed Furgol’s handicap. 

Furgol’s victory is comparable to a 
one-armed fighter whipping Rocky 
Marciano for the heavyweight title, or 
a one-armed baseball player out-hitting 
Stan Musial and Ted Williams. It could 
happen, but the odds were a million to 
one against it until Furgol came along. 

For, after all, golf is a game in which 
the left arm controls the swing until 
the hands reach the hitting zone, where 
the right hand applies the power. To 
students of golf, the most remarkable 
part of Furgol’s success is the fact that 
he could throw away the rule book, 
thumb his nose at theory and still win 
the biggest title of all. 

Take-a look at his swing today—the 
swing he had to develop by himself 
without guidance, simply because no 
teacher had ever worked out the prob- 
lem young Furgol had to cope with. 

Because of his injury, he starts his 
swing with a dead wrist and elbow. 
This means the right hand and arm pre- 
dominate in the backswing, which is 
against all rules. To compensate for the 
lack of power in his left arm, Furgol 
gives his body an exaggerated turn, 
winding it up like a steel coil, with the 
weight shifting almost entirely to the 
right foot. 

Says Furgol: “1 delay shifting the 
hitting area until the hands have made 


contact with the ball. This gives me a 


kind of whip-like stroke, as though I'm 
punching the ball. That's probably be- 
cause I unwind slowly. And | have to 
dip more than normally because of my 
short left arm.” 

If the ordinary -golfer followed this 
procedure he would hook the ball from 
here to eternity. His right hand and 
arm would take entire control of the 
swing, the club head would turn over 
disastrously. But after years of practice 
Furgol has mastered the trick of “hit- 
ting into and through the ball” with 
unerring accuracy. 


A Tip for Duffers 


T WON'T BE necessary to rewrite the 
book of golf rules because of Fur- 
gol’s victory. His “dipping, right- 

handed swing” isn’t for you or me. 
Only a person with his endless patience 
and perseverance could develop it. 

One thing Furgol’s amazing swing 


' proves — and this should encourage all 


duffers—is that if the player brings the 
club head into the “hitting zone” and 
follows through, the results will be 
good. Of course, as Furgol explains, the 
more smoothly-you can get the club 
head into proper hitting position the 
easier the game becomes. _ 

“We used to call Ed “Wingy,” said 
a fellow golfer after Furgol won the 
Open, “but now we call him the Man 
Who Beat the Game. It was like a guy 
walking into Monte Carlo with a couple 
of bucks in his pocket and breaking the 
bank. And it couldn’t have happened 
to a nicer guy.” *
